Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain an ink capable of improving drying properties of the ink and useful for ink 
jets, writing utensils, etc., without adversely affecting viscosity or surface tension of the ink by 
adding a specific block copolymer to a water- based ink composition cont£iining a colorant in an 
aqueous medium. 

CONSTITUTION: The objective composition obtained by adding preferably 0.05-3.0 pts.wt. A-B 
type block copolymer consisting of hydrophilic polymer segments (A) and hydrophobic polymer 

segments (B) to 100 pts.wt. water-based ink composition containing a colorant in an aqueous 
medium.
